Report of Board of Education. 


All schools have been in session twenty six weeks. For the 
spring term it was necessary to run the Beede School as_ the 
Carr was too crowded to admit of consolidation. For the Fall 
term we were able to accommodate all the scholars of the Beede 
district in the Carr school house. 


The teachers at all the Schools appeared thoroughly interest- 
ed in their work and so far as we know good results have been 
obtained in most if not all the schools. All of the older scholars 
entered into the prize essay competition with much enthusiasm 
and produced some very good compositions. The first prize 
was awarded to Albert Farmer, the second to Isabel Smith. 


Mr. lL. F. Shaw was engaged to teach music during the spring 
term. It was intended that the scholars should study and prac- 
‘tice their music as diligently as any of their lessons, but we re- 
gret to say that in some schools this was not done. We are un- 
able to say whether this lack of interest was due to the teachers 
or tothe scholars. We should like to make another trial and 
think if we can have the hearty co-operation of scholars and 
parents we can make it a success. 


It is certainly very gratifying to have had ten scholars enter 
the high school during the year and it isto be hoped that all 
who are able will embrace the opportunity now given them for 
obtaining a higher education. | 

We strongly recommend that the town authorize the school 
board to make some arrangement for expert supervision of the 
schools. By the employment of an experienced educator we can 
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do more towards advancing the standard of our schools than in 
any other way with a like expenditure of money. We can ac- 
quire the service of an expert superintendent in one of two ways 
without being obliged to pay for his entire time. $ 

First: By employing someone near by who has other duties in 
the same line. 

Second: By combining with two or three adjacent towns. 

In the latter case the State will pay one half the superinten- 
dent's salary provided the combined supervisory district em- 
ploys not less than twenty nor more than sixty teachers. 


The roof of the East Holderness school house has been shing- 
led, a new chimney built, the ceiling sheathed and the interior 
painted. When getting ready to paint the plaster on the ceiling 
was found to be in such bad condition that it was necessary to 
remove it. Sheathing was put up in place of the plaster, as be- 
ing cheaper and better under the circumstances. After the. 
plaster had been removed, the chimney support was found to be 
unsafe, soa new chimney was built, starting from a solid foun- 
dation on the ground. 

The Beede house has been clapboarded and painted on the 
- outside. The foundation of the Greenleaf house has been point- 
ed up and the lower part clapboarded. 

By enlarging the Carr school house, the Greenleaf, Beede and 
Carr districts might be consolidated to advantage, if satisfactory 
arrangements could be made for conveying the Greenleaf schol- 
ars. It would be advisable to enlarge the Carr school house, 
even if only the present number of seats were to be occupied, 
as the floor space per pupil is much less in this school thanin 
any otherin town. Weshould like to see more comfortable 
seats in the True, Bridge, East Holderness and Elm _ school 
houses, all these houses having the old benches. The seats in 
the Carr house, although of more modern style, are many of 
them too small for the scholars. 

The schools are greatly in need of reference books and tables 
and one or two of the houses need additional blackboards. The 
balance of the supply money can be used to advantage for these 
purposes.
